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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In the filing of 01/16/2009, it is noted that the specfication has been amended to correct a typographical error. The claims have not been 
amended. 

The claims remain rejected as follows. 

The rejection of claims 35-40, 44-47, 49-52, and 57-59 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ekenberg (April 17, 2001) is 
maintained. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant incorrectly asserts that Ekenberg does not teach the use of "only" non-chaotropic salts in his methods. However, Ekenberg 
specfically teaches that a variety of binding enhancers can be used in his methods, teaches that non-chaotropic salts/ions are binding 
enhancers, and teaches that "only" one binding enhancer need be used (see column 10 lines 51-65). Thus Ekenberg inherently and 
specifically teaches that "only" non-chaotropic ions may be used in his methods. 

Applicant also argue that claim 1 of Ekenberg recites use of chaotropic salts. However as noted above, Ekenberg also teaches the use of 
non-chaotropic salts. 

As Ekenberg teaches the argued limitation, the rejection is maintained.
